NPL and are persuasive as they do overcome prior art rejection mailed on 1 1-02-2007, which 
puts application number 10677764 in condition for allowance.

Applicant's argument filed on 04-30-2008, are convincing. As argued by applicant in 
remarks under claim rejection on page 2, last paragraph, pages 3 and 4, page 5, paragraph 1, the 
prior arts of Huang et al. (US 2005/0083284 Al) and Amundson et al. (US 2006/0232531 Al), 
with all the cited prior art in of PGPUB; cited prior arts of 892's, NPL's and 1449's fail to recite

determine the gray levels of the pixels, and wherein the average voltage applied to a pixel 
during the pixel writing cycle is zero.
